Tug terrible accident ot the Avondale

mines followed close upon the heels of an-

other similar conflagration at a mine noar

Wilkesbarre, from which a number of miners

were providentially resened, The imagina-

tion ean scarcely conceive anything more dis-

tressing than the spectacle of six hundred

widows and orphans peering down a dark

eavern in which two bhundred husbands and

fathers wore suddenly entombed. The Lor-

rors of this scene are terribly intensif ad by the

fact that it conld andshould have been averted

by timely precantions. There are hundreds of |
other mines in the coal regions so defectively
arranged that aceidents of the same deserip-
tion may happen at any moment. Lives are
lost or endangered every day. A large por-
tion of the Pennsylvania Hospital is con-
stantly crowded with the maimed victims of
lu'miu.;,: accidents. Now we hear of a fire at a
colliery, on another occasion of a fire.damp
explosion, and on another the telegraph brings
the sad tidings that the roof of a mine has
fallen and buried a number of workmen be-
neath its ruins,

Whatever may be the details of each parti-
cular disaster, they all point directly to one
conclusion, Pennsylvania, the great mining |
State of the Union, has failed utterly, totally, |
and criminally to provide proper safeguards
whatever against the constant repetition of |
these accidents; and inasmuch as the necessity
of this legislation is painfully evident not only |
by the constant wail of augunish that goes up |
from bereave® women and children, but
the example of other countries where
it has benefleially invoked, it
is scarcely too mnch to say that the blood of
the two hundred men just slanghtered at
Avondale, and of bundreds of others, rests
upon the heads of the neglectful legislators
of this Commonwealth. In Great Britain,
where more than one hundred millions of
tons of coal are taken every year from mines
at a great depth below the surface, the total |
number of aceidents, in propertion to work
done and diffieulties encountered, falls balow
the average in Pennsylvania. But there the
mines arve earefully inspected; where the ven-
tilation is defective the owners are required
to improve it; the canse of every accident is
investigated, the number of deaths or injn-
ries is fully reported to Parliament, and
where mine owners have been wilfully and
eriminally careless, they are branded with in-
famy in the eyes of the whole United King-
dom, A public opinion is thus created, and a
watchful supervision instituted, which, al-
though it cannot in all cases guarantee abso-
lute safety, throws aronnd the British miners
bhundreds of safeguards that are not afforded
here, We have not the exact figures at hand,
but we think that, as a rule, nearly twice as
wany tons as  the total anonal pro-
duet of anthracite conal in  Pennsylva-
nia is mined in Great Britain without
a greater losg of life than that which has oo-
cnrred at the single tragedy at Avondale; and
this result is directly traceable, in & large de-
gree, to the humane interposition of Parlia-
ment on behalf of the English miners on the
one hand, and the stolid neglect of the lives
and safety of the miners of Pennsylvania by

our Legislature on the other.

At the last session of the Legislature, on
the 21st of January, Mr. Randall, of Schuyl-
kill county, presented to the State Senate a
petition “‘of citizens of Behuylkill connty
praying for the passage of alaw compslling
amore perfect ventilation of mines,” which
was referred to the Committes on the Judi-
cinry. At a later period the same subject
came up for consideration in the House, in
which body an set to promote this object in
Schuylkill county alone was passed finally in
March by a unanimous vote, Whaen this
bill reached the Senate a remonstrance
against its pnssage was presented by Mr.
Coleman, the Senator from Lebanon connty,
opposing it on the ground that it contained
“many lmpracticable and useless provisions, "
Mr. Randall, however, zealously defended it,
Mr. Coleman contended that the law should
be made applicable to all the conl mining
districts of the State, and not to Sebuykill
county exclusively. His objections wers
overruled, When the bill
up on  the second reading  the
same ground was taken by other
speakers, but Mr. Turner, of Luzerne connty,
thought that while the bill might be very
useful in Schuylkill, it was scarcely necessary
in his distriet. He confessed that he had not

even read the bill under discussion, but he
thought that the protection it would afford
was not yet needed by his constituents, alleg-
ing that he could remember but “one in-
atance where fire-damp explosions vesulted in
injury to miners in that county.” Finally, in
April, the bill eame np for a third reading ia
the Senate, and after varions amendments it
was passed finally, but it is doubtful whether
the House approved these amendments in
time to send the bill to the Governor, and 1o
make it a law. At all evenls it provided for
Bchuylkill county ulone, leaving all the other
mining districts of the Commonwealth uny.

HOW THE ©00AL OIL INSPECOTOR
NEGLECTS HIS DUTITHES.

Tue startling facts published in Toe Teue-
anarn yesterday exposed the negligent and
careless manner in which refined petrolenm is
inspected in this city, and the freedom with
which oils that fall far below the logal stan-
dard are offered for sale. Petroleum iz one
of the groatest staples of the BState; it forms
the most important export from this city, and
as its peculiar properties are woll understood
hero, there c¢an be no walid excnse for the
criminal neglect which daily jeopardizes pro-
perty and life. Coal oil, properly preparad,
is otie of the most harmless of lluminating
compounds, but when it is adulterated or

suffered to fall below the legal standard,
it is inflammable as gunpowder and
as dangerons as nitro-glycerine, A very com-
plete test of its condition has been devised,
which will enable any honest and efficient In-
spector to protect the pablie. If it does not
explode or ignite when subjected to a tem-
perature of 110 degrees Fuhrenheit, it is as
safe ns tallow eandles or fish oil; if it ignites
or explodes below that temperature, it con-
stantly endangers the lives of those who use
it, unless they are extremely vigilant and cau-
tions. To adunlterate a material like this, or
to sanction such adulteration, is an offense
but a few degrees less heinous, morally,
than downright arson and murder, and in this
city it is properly prohibited by a law im-
posing the penalty of imprisonment as well
a8 a fine. When Robert M. Evans advocated
the passage of this law, his heart seemed to
be filled with a tender regard for the welfare

[ of the community, and no tongue discoursad

more cloguently than his on the dangers from
which he proposed to rescue the public, More
fortunate than many other benefactors of the
human race, he not only secured the passage
of the bill coneeived in his philanthropic
brain, but Governor Geary made him the
agent to give practical foree to his noble con-
ception. But after he got the office, the
publie good soon ceased to be an object of soli-
citude. How he bas discharged his duty we
told at l\‘tlgl]l _\'4'4TI<I'L]:I_\'. SAry
to recapitulate the overwhslming evidence
that he has used his important officeas a mere
convenience. Instead of possessing increased
protection, those who burn oil are now sub-
jected to greater dangers than ever,
They have been tanght to trust to the
vigilance of the sagacions and public-
spirited Evans, and to console themselves
with the belief that the oil must be all right
because “‘Fighting Bob"” has examined and
approved it. DBnt it now turns out that while
he has suffered his official brands to lie aronnd
loose at some of the refineries, five out of six
lots purchased at random in city stores are so
far below the legal standard that their use is
fraught with constant peril, House after
house burns down, family after family are
gither killed or maimead for life, but as a few
cents extra profit are made on each quart of
explosive oil that is sold, the Inspector re-
mains in a blissful state of ignorance of the
facts which are painfully apparent to the com-
munity. He is empowered to enter any of
the stores where oils are sold to Philadelphians,
and to condemn those which are found to be
deficient, It is only through the palpable
neglect of this duty that the continued sale of
the dangerous compounds ean become possi-
Lle, and yet it seems that but one pint out of
six is fit for use.

By far too many offices have already boen
created for the benefit of officials rather than
the promotion of the welfare of the people,
but the extension of this system to an inspec-
torship which may, on the one hand, save
many lives and much property, or, on the
other, grant a free license to the worst of
fraudulent adulterations, is more than an
overburdened community can be expectad to
bear with equanimity. If citizens are to be
robbed with impunity, let some little regard
be at least paid to their lives; and Governor
Geary cannot be too prompt in finding a com-
petent and faithful successor for the present
untrastworthy inspector of refined petrolenm
and burning oils in Philadelphia.

THE WATER SUPPLY.
Yestenpay afternoon the water passed over
the Fairmount dam for the first time in five
weeks, and the turbines were immediately
put in operation to pump as much as possible
into the reservoir while the supply lasts,
This ralief to our necessities was effected by
the opening of the dams of the Bchuylkill
Navigation Company, and it will not .ake
very long to exhaust it. We will then be
placed in the same predicament as before,
and the water famine will continue until
heavy rains ruise the river to its proper level,
The indieations are now, however, that we are
likely to bhave a bountiful supply of rain,
which  will afford a permanent relief,
leaving us with good canse for congratalation
that we have managed to get through the
drought with such comparatively little loss
and suffering. It is easy to understand how
the consequences of the sudden failure of
the water supply in a great city like this might
be much more disastrons than they have heen,
but we have certainly endured enough to in-
duce our authorities to fake ample precaun-
tions against any such occurrence in the
future,

In addition to the water thrown into the
reservoirs by the turbines, there has been put
in operation at Fuirmount a powerful steam
floating engine from New York, which is esti-
wated to pump about & million gallons per
day. This engine takes the water from below
the dum and forees it up about o hundred foot
10 the reservoir. The expense of ruuning it
8 about ®500 per day, which will serve to
swell the bill of expenses which the drought
will entail upon the city, and which will bs
| Revere practical demonstration of the neces.
sity for furnishing adequate machinery in the
future which will prevent the recurrence of
any such disastey,

requirements, and that the necessity for
ftriot economy is as great as ever, It is only
by extreme care that we have been enablad to
get through the dry season as well as we have,
and until the Sehuylkill rises permnnonll_v to
its usual level, any waste of the water is
nothing less than eriminal,

SPAIN AND CUBA.

Tue cable informs na that rumors prevail in
Madrid that Minister Siokles hias representod
to the Spanish Government that publie
apinion in the United States will shortly com-
pel the recoguition of the Cnban insargents,
An explanation is added that the note of our
Minister is meraly a protest against execn-
tions without trial in Cuba, and an intimation
that Spain cannot oarry on the war in a way
repugnant to the civilized world, and that the
American people, in the name of humanity,
may find it necessary to recognize the insur-
rectionists,

This move on the part of our Minister has
produced much excitemoent, and the papers
are protesting that Cuba must be retained at
every cost, and the Government is urged to
despatch treops there without delay. The
truth is, however, that the Government lhas
no troops to spare, and no money to carry on
the war with, and yet they dare not run the
risk of the unpopularity which any action on
their part looking towards the independence
of Cuba would produce, It is certain, how-
ever, that the moral pressure which the Gov.
ernment is  bringing to bear is having
its  effect, and the probabilities  are
that if the Spaniards cannot be
persuaded to give up Cuba withont waiting
to be driven by foree from the island, they
will at least make some effort to concilinte
the United States by mitigating the horrors
of their style of warfare. It scarcely secms
possible that Cuba can now be held for any
great length of time, and it is not unlikely
that the Spanish Government, unable to re-
inforce its troops there, will be obliged to
abandon it as it has abandoned its other
American colonies, sullenly refusing, how-
ever, to acknowledge its independence, and
keeping up a state of nominal warfare, until
the United States steps in and puts an end
to the trouble by taking possession.

SCIENTIFIC EDUCATION.

Tar new scientific conrse at the University
of Pennsylvania will be open to students at
the commencement of the next term, on Sep-
temher 15. The very considerable number of
stndents wishing such training has induced
the Trustees to offer every advantage which
the funds of the institution will allow. Here-
tofore, scientific students in the Freshmen and
Sophomore years have had from six to seven
*vacant” hours a week; . ¢., during so many
hours, while their classes were reciting Greek
and Latin, these students were idle. By the
enlargement of the course, these hours will
be filled with cxfro lectures on scientific sub-
jeets, and erira recitations in mathematics
and modern langnages, The course will then
be fully preparatory for any technical scien-
tific school.

The endowment of the technical schools so
badly needed is necessarily postponed: but, it
is hoped, not for a long period. The chronie
disease of our University—poverty—is some-
what better, but not cured. If onr city is to
bave a great university, the present instito-
tion must be liberally endowed. The efforts
its Trustees have made during the past two
years, in the teeth not only of poverty but of
discourngement even from its professed
friends, are meeting their reward, thongh
slowly, Our citizens are beginning to realize
the importance of the University to the eda-
cational interests of our city, and large con.
tributions to the endowment fund are ex-
pected during the coming winter, A speedy
removal of the academical department toWest
Philadelphin is no longer problematical, If
Conneils, in November, persist in their un-
gracious refusal to sell the ground near
Thirty-fourth street, another site will at once
be purchased, and contracts made imme-
dintely., Ground will be broken early in 1870,
and the session of 1872-8, certainly, will he
held in the new buildings, New life will thus
be infesed into the whole institution, and still
further progress must follow,

OBITUARY.

William Plutt Fessenden.

A telegram elsewhere printed announces the death
of the Hon. William Pitt Fessenden, of Malone, whose
condition hus been oriticul for several days past, ren-
dering his death ot any tme oot 8 matter of surprise,
He was a son of the Hon Samuoel Fessendoen, and
wis born in Boscawen, Merrimack county, N. 1L,
October 16, 1808, He wus gradunted at Bowdoin
College in 1528, studied law, was admitted to the bar
In 15497, opened an office In Bridgtop, Camberland
county, Me,, and in 1520 removed to Portland. In
1581 he was eiected to the Btate Legisinture, and
though the youngest moember, he rose at once 1o dis-
tnotion in that body, both as & debater and & Iegls-
tor. In & debiate on the United States Bank the
youthful orator displayed remarkable spirit and
ability. From 1882 to 1880 Mr. Fessenden devoted
nimself exciusively to his professlon, in which he
VEry soon rose to the first raok both as a counsellor
and pdvocate. To 18488 he was sollcited to become o
candidate for Congress, but declined. In 1859 he
was agals chosen to the Leglilature from Port-
land, The House was largely Deéemocratic. Mr,
Fessenden waa placed on the Judiclary Comimittee,
and though & Whig from the first, and always dis-
tinguished for uncompromising assertion of his prin-
ciples, he was muade Chuirman of the House Coms-
mittee to revige the statutes of the State,  In 1840 lie
was pominated by acclamation 88 the Whig candl-
date for Congress, nnd was elected, outranniog the
girength of NS party, In Congress he participated
fn the current debaies, and made spoeches on the
logn bill, bankrapt nct, army sI?'I”"‘l“"""“‘”f bill,
agrinst the repeal of the bankrupt aw, and In reply to
Calen Cushing on Mr. C.'s personal position. Ile wae
nominated for re-glection in 1845 but declined, pro-
ferring to return to the practice of his Prﬂﬂﬂiﬂfl)ll.
Meantime he recelved in the Legislatare of that yoar
the votes Of the Whig party for  vacant Heat in _""-‘
United States Senate. 1n 1540 he Was agaln ln;lut.wl;
by considerstions growing out of the I“I’:"";::u"“
parties on the temperanoe question, 10 -tll
vandidate for the State Leglslature, to > :uu‘:llw
chosen, ns nlso in che suoceeding yesr ""”“I;m o
clined to serve further. While unwmlmrml . wm
sigain reculved the votes of the Whigs of the Leglala-
ture for & geat in the United States Bonate.

From 1545 10 1558 he was (n private life, devoting
imself to hits profesaion with a constantly extending
practice and reputation, During this period ho was
nasociated. with Daniel Wobaterin an important case
before the Supreme Court st Washington, layolving

n lega! question never bafore disctissed in that court,
viz, : how farthe frandulent acts of an auctioneer
in pelling property ahould affect the owner of the
property sold, he being no party to the frand. Mr,
Feasendon had to contend against the welght and
Influence of Judge Story's opinion and doclsion
against his ollent (n the court below., Ho wns suc-
oessful, and Judge Story's decision was reversed,
Mr. Feasenden's nrgument on that oocasion wis re-
markable for Its logionl force and legal acutenoess,
and won the highest admiration from the most fns-
tidions judges. Omnce during the period (In 1850
Mr, Fessenden was elected to Congress, but his seat
wis given to his competitor through an error in the
returng. Mr. Feasenden declined to contest the case
wefore Congress from an unwilliingness toserve in
that body, which he hid decisively exprossed in ad-
vance to the conventions of the Whig and Freesoll
parties, which, against his wishes, had (nsisted apon
nominating him.

He was elected a member of the National Conven-
tion which nominated General Harrison for the
Presidency In 18407 was o member of the conven-
tion of 1845 which nominated Genoral Taylor, In
which he supported the claims of My, Webster; and

| & member of the convention of 1852, which nomi-

nated General Scott. He was opposed to Mr,

| Webster on the lnst occaslon, and advocated General

Scolt's nomination, but was one of the 67 who
opposed and voted against the platform at that time
set up by the Whig party, In 1855 he was again
returned ns member of the State Leglylature from
Portland, and was chosen by one branch (the Senate)
08 United States Senator. The Democrats had o
majority in the House, and that branch falled to
coneur i the election by 4 votes; o concurrens vote
belng requisite to a cholee, no election of Senator
was effected at that session, The same House,
though opposed to Mr, Fessenden lu politics, asso-
clated him with the IHHon, Renel Willlams in nogo-
Uating the purchase of the large body of wild lands

| of Magsachusetts lylng (n Malne, which was sucuess-

fully accomplished,

In the succecding year (1854) Mr. Fessendon was
again 8 member of the Leglsinture, which was
Demosratic in both branches. The Kansas-Nehraska
question operating as a disturbing element, Mr, Fes.
seniden was now chosen Senstor by both branches on
the first ballot by a unlon of the Whigs and Freesoll
Democrats. Though he declined to be elected ex-
cept as a Whig, this event may be said to have been
the prelimingry step towards establishing the Re-
publican party in Maine, the necessity of which new
organization, after the action of the maln body of
the Southern Whigs on the Nebraska bill, Mr, Fes-
senden was one of the first to prociaim and adyo-
cate. He took his seat in the Sennte, February 93,
1584, aod on the night of March 3 following, at
which time the bill was passed, deliversd one of the
most electric and effective specches mode agalust
it. This effort cstablished his reputation at once
a8 one of the ablest members and most powerfal
debaters (n the Senate, During his first term he
perved as a member of the Committee on Finance,
Among the great specches which he delivered (o the
BIX years woere those on our relations with England,
on Kansas afmales, and on the President’s message,
in 1856 ; on the lowa Senntorial electlon, 1015687 ; and
on the Lecompton Constitotlion, in 15885, In 1850 he
was re-elected to the Benate lor another term of six
years, by & unanimons vote of his party o the State
Legisinture, without the formality of a previous
nomination, this hoaving been the Arst instance of
the Kind (o the history of the State. He continued
to serve on the Pinance Committee, belng elevated
to the chairmanship, and was also a member of the
Library Committee, and & regent of the Smithsonlan
Institution. He also participated (o the proceedings
of the Peace Congress of 1561, us a member of that
body,

In July, 1864, he was appointed by Secretary Lin-
colp Secretary of the Treasury, in place of Salmon
P, Chase, who resigned to unecept the position of
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the United
Stutes, During the same year le was again elected
to the Unfted Stated Senate for the full term com-
mencing March 4, 1565, and resigned his seat o the
Cabinet to resume his old position in the Senate;
where lis admirable debating powers always cansed
him to figure In & prominent and influentinl way,
He was again placed at the head of the Committee
on Finance, and at the subsequent session of Con-
gress was made chalrman of the Special Jolnt Come
mittee on Heconstruction,  Previous to the attempt
of Congresa to get rid of Andrew Johnson, S8enator
Fessenden worked and voted with the Republlcan
majority, but he was always regarded a8 & man of
somewhat conservative views, and had the reputn-
tion of belng sucienty independent in spirit to
take a4 stand upon Ws own convictions, In case
they should happen to conglet with the course of the
muajority of the party. Hence hisvote upon the
question of gullty or not gulity o the fmpeachment
buainess was looked forward o with great anxlety,
and when it was cast in favor of acquittal, his relends
and the country at large were not greatly astonl-
ished,

As n Senator, Mr. Fessendon wias almost without n
peer. He was pecullarly fitted by nature and educn-
tion for the position, and was ever found an enrpedt
and powerful advocate of what he reganded as the
right, His firmness and lodependence was an ln-
herttance derived frfom his father, who was a noted
man in Wew England politics many years ago, and
who, during the war of 1512, madea speech in the
Massachnsetts Legisinture lo which he proposed to
o to Washington with the sword in one hand and
the Constitution in the other, and demand that this
nurighteous war ghall cease.” Bat in the Treasury
Department he found himself quite out of his sphere,
and his management of the aairs of that oflice was
practically a fallure. He had been fnducted into the
oMce agiinst his own desires, having no liking or
capaoity for the peculiar duties of the position,
although he had attalned great popularity and (nifu.
ence in the Benate us o Onancler, and had given a
lasting lmpress to the tnancial legisiation of the
country.

From the great helght of popolar estecm 1o which
his stern and unyielding record during the war had
elevated him, hig vote on the lmpeaclnnent business
prought him down, Whatever may have prorspteil
his vote, the country, and especially the State which
he represented, chose to regard him as a falthless
renegiade, awild a8 the resalt, his doys of uselulness
were fairly numbered months before death called him
to anotiier world, For several yeara previoas to his
death he had been in shattered health, being o sof-
feror from chronle dyspepsia. It 15 also sald that he
had never wholly recoverad from the effects of the
poison taken into his system years ago at the time
of the wholesale polsoning ot the National Hotel, In
